RATEPAYERS' APPLICATION 
TO QUASH. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
oMR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the matter of Hewson v. 
County Council, 

Mr. T, A. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. 
Hayes and Sons) applied, on behalf of 
Kathleen VY. Hewson, of Askeaton, to make 
absolute a conditional order which was 
granted on the 25th January. of this year, 
whereby it was ordered that the rates for 
general purposes for the County of Limerick 
which were contained in the estimate of the 
órd May, 1926, and were by the 
Limerick County Council for the services for 
the year ending the 3lst March, 1927, be 
brought up for the purpose of being quashed, 
on + unds that they voritaed a sum 
of £17 in respect of alleged deductions 
from the agricultural nt payable to the 
Limerick County Council for this year; that 
they contained provision for a sum of 
£8,000 by way of recou t of a deficit of 
£71,414, which was alleged to have been 
illegal over-expenditure on roads during the 
five years ending 31st March, 1925; and that 
provision was made for levying current 
rates otherwise than for the purpose of 
providing sufficient income to set off out- 
goings properly incurrable for the year’s 
current service. 

Counsel read the affidavit of Kathleen V. 
Hewson upon which he moved on the 25th 
January last. Mrs. Hewson stated that the 
estimate for the rates, dated May órd, 1926, 
contained an item of £28,311 to included 
as part of the rates. This levy was to meet 
a deficit in last year’s estimated receipts 
of Council, attributable to a shortage on 
account of estate duty grant; an amount 
lost im consequence of defalcations of a rate- 
collector ; we. the balance, £22,834, attribut- 
able to deductions in respect of shortage of 
grants owing to default made in the pay- 
ment of land purchase annuities in the 
County Limerick. She had read an affidavit 
of Mr. J. J. Quaid, late Secretary to the 
County Council, in which it was stated that 
the sum of £17,834 was principally due to 
deductions from the agricultural grant, 
owing to default made in the payment of 
land purchase annuities due by annuitants 
in County Limerick. In fact, there was no 
deduction from the agricultural grant to the 
County of Limerick for the present financial 
year in respect of defaulting annuitants. 

Reference was made to the official report 
of the Parliamentary debates in ail 
Eireann during March of last year, in the 


Limerick 


‘course of which the Minister for Local 


Government had said that there would be 
no deduction from the agricultural grant in 
— of arrears of annuities, and that the 
deduction necessary would be made from the 
estate duty grant. ‘ 

Counsel referred to two ther affidavits 
which had been used for the purpose of 
obtaining the conditional order, and read 
several further affidavits and documents 
relating to figures in the estimates under 
review. He submitted that on the showing 
by the County Council they had not 
displaced the case made on behalf of the 
applicant. 

r. Phelps, K.C., who, with Mr. Fite- 
erald, K.C., and Mr. Corbet (instructed by 
r, Philip J. O'Sullivan), appeared ona 

behalf of the County Council to show cause, 
first of all mentioned that the case came 
before the Court in very exceptional circum- 
stances. They were dealing with a rate, 
the currency of which expired on that 
particular day—3lst March, 1927—and he 
need not emphasise the inconvenience of a 
rate of that sort being quashed now. 
The rate was first attacked in October of 
last year, and it was fully debated there in 
December, the applicant then being the 
husband of the present applicant. Mr. Hew- 
son fought the case himself, and a decision 
was given against him. He came in again, 
applying for a conditional order on his own 
account, and the Court refused that applica- 
tion. 

Before coming to the time that this estimate 
was made, counsel spoke of the position of 
affairs during the five years in which a pre- 
vious Council had been in office, and said 
that when the present Council took office 
they found that there was an enormous ac- 
cumulation oí debt against the oe 
Council, first, in the way of claims whi 
had been made against the agricultural grant, 
and, secondly, in the way of an overdraft, 
which was caused by over-expenditure on 
roads. beyond the legal limit. The new 


Council set themselves about to remedy the ! 


state of affairs created by their predecessors, 
and the first thing they did was to interview 
the Minister for Local Government, who ex- 
preased the opinion that they were determined 
to carry out their business in the proper way. 

Counsel, contending that the applicant’s 
figures were wrong, said that it was not what 
happened in one year that they were dealing 
with, but an accumulated debt. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the figures 
should be explained in the estimates, and 
observed that the explanation given now was 
different to that which had been given three 
months ago. 

Mr. Phelps said that there was a liability 
of £50,000 against the Council in 1926, and 
they were trying to get back some of the 
money which people had had the benefit of 
during the last five years. 

Counsel had not concluded when the Court 
rose.

The case is somewhat analogous to that of 
the clock, which cannot be made to keep time 
exactly with the Sun, because the clock is 
““as regular as clockwork,’’ while the Sun is 
not; and so clock time has to agree to differ 
from Sun time by an amount which varies 
from nothing te about a quarter-hour before 
or after, according to the time of year. 
Venus is in conjunction with the Moon on 
the 4th;.Mars on the 7th. Neither of these 
approaches is yery close; but on the 20th 
the Moon — a very close approach to 
| Saturn. In latitudes South of 22°.N. there 
will be an occultation which will be widely 
visible in Australia and New Zealand, and 


there. In Great Britain, and in Europe 
generally, there will be a close approach of 
the planet to the Moon’s northern limb. Con- 
junctions of the waning Moon with Jupiter 
on’ the 28th, and Mercury on the 30th, will 
hardly be obseryable owing to the nearness 
of these planets to the Sun at the time. The 
conjunction of the two-days-old Moon with 
Venus on the 4th will be a beautiful sight 


clear.

April contains one meteoric shower of 
some interest—namely, the Lyrids, which may 
be seen from the 19th to the 22nd. Though 
named after. the constellation Lyra, their 
radiant point as really in Hercules, but rot 
far from the brilliant. Vega, the leader of 
Lyra. Meteors from this shower are seldom 
numerous, but are usually very brilliant. As 
the radiunt point.is low in the North-East in 
the evening hours of this month, any meteors 
emanating from it have long paths, striking 
from the -horizon te overhead or past it.

This curious. phenomenon, not yet entirely 
understood, may be.observed at this time of 
year at a convenient hour. Look for it on 
a clear evening, about two hours after sun- 
set, a little North of West. Many people 
must see it without. recognising the nature 
of what they see talng it’ for the lin “ie | 
remains of twilight ; bu any an at stil 
remains visible above the Western horizon, 
more than an hour after sunset, cannot be 
pny ht. An attentive eye will notice that 
the 
cone, whose axis "es at an angle to the hori- 
zon. In fact, iv .ies along the Ecliptic, or 
Zodiac—whence its name.” At present the 
planet Venus will be seen to be immersed in 
the light, while the summit of the cone 
reaches about to the place of Mars. A datk, 
clear night’ should be chosen to look for it, 
and the eye should be in darkness for some 
time beforeband. The ce of the Moon, 
or of any sort of artificial light, will he 
fatal to any chance of success in seeing it. 
At the opposite time of year, in late August 
and September it wil) be seen in the morn- 
ing sky, two hours, or less, before sunrise. 
It is sup to be some kind of apperda 
of the Sun—possibly an extension of 
corona. It must, however, extend quite as 
far as the Earth’s orbit, though its structure 
is so ethereal that we have no other evidence 
of its presence than the evanescent glow in 
the evening or morning skies.

Commerce accepted ati amend- 
ment, under which current could be 
supplied from the Shannon Scheme to con- 
sumers in Northern Ireland. 

The Minister ‘stated that he saw no 
reason why the distribution of electricity 
from the Shannon should not begin in 
February, 192f He believed that the -con- 
sumption then would be 75,000,000 units, 
and that it would be increased to 
110,000,000 units in 1932. 

It was expected that in that year. the 
Board of Control would be able to pay the 
sinking fund and meet all working ex- 
penses out of revenue.

COST OF THE DRAINAG? 
 SCHEME. 


Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for 
Finance, moved a resolution to provide for 
the advance by the Commissioners. of 
Public Works of a sum equal to one-half 
of the total costs and expenses of the 
Barrow drainage scheme not to exceed in 
the aggregate £212,500. 

The Minister said that the State under- 
took to pay half the cost of carrying out 
the scheme. 

Mr. Davin said that he would object to 
local, people being called upon to pay the 
high fees to experts for giving advice which 
turned out to be useless. 

Mr. Conlon said that in no previous 
scheme for the drainage of the Barrow was 
there any suggéstion that the local rate- 
payers should contribute half the cost of 
the scheme. |The Government would be 
well advised to contribute a larger propor- 
tion of the cost than was provided for in 
the money resolution. 

Mr, Colohan supported the plea for a 
larger contribution from the Government. 

Mr. R. Wilson (Farmers’ Party) said 
that they had all been asking for the 
Barrow scheme. Mr. Davin would now be 
able to go to his constituents and sav 
that he had got the Government to do the 
work. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Davin—Has the deputy gone over 
to the Government yet? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Blythe said that from the beginning 
the Government had said that the locality 
should bear half the cost, and they did 
not propose to alter that. 

The resolution was agreed to.

ELECTRICITY BOARD. 
AUDITING OF ACCOUNTS. 


The Committee stage of the Electricity 
(Supply) Bill, 1927, was resumed. 

Major Bryan Cooper moved an amend- 
ment to Section 6 providing that the 
accounts of the Board should be audited 
by the Comptroller and Auditor-General, 
who would submit to the Dail a report 
together with a copy oí the balance sheet 
and profit and loss account. 

The amendment, said Major Cooper, was 
| intended as a substitute for the method 
of audit described by the Minister. It 
would he more impartial and effective, and 
would bring the accounts of the scheme 
under the direct control of the Dail. The 
accounts should be submitted to a public 
official, already in existence, who would 
be absolutely immune from pressure.

LESSONS. FOR. BRITAIN. 


In a leading article upon the report 
issued yesterday of the delegation ap- 
pointed last August by the Ministry of 
Labour to study industrial conditions in 
the United States and Canada,:The Times 
remarks :—On the whole, the report un- 
doubtedly points to the familiar con- 
clusion, that at. the present moment 
American industry is more prosperous and 
American industrial relations and labour 
‘conditions on a more satisfactory footing 
than is the case over here. Among the 
many causes to which this happier state 
of affairs on the other side of the 
Atlantic is probably: due, there are some 
which are indigenous to the American soil 
and ‘incapable of being transplanted, but 
there are others which certainly ought to 
‘| be regarded as examples tc be followed 
by British employers and wage-earners. 

Under this heading the “first. and 
greatest of the lessons to be learnt from 
the report is the value of co-operation. 
The chief obstacle to industrial progress 
and prosperity is industrial dissension. 
Until that fundamerital truth is realised 
and followed by both the partners in 
British industry, there is little prospect 
of improved conditions for either of them. 
In. addition, there are two secondary 
lessons of hardly less importance. One 
of these is that trade unionism can never 
play the part that it should in industry 
until, besides increasing its output, it}: 
eliminates politics from its programme, 
and the other, that employers, individually 
and as a whole, must not only do every- 
thing in their power to establish a 
friendly and confidential understanding 
with those to whom they pay wages, but 
must also in many cases improve their 
own methods of production and organisa- 
tion,

FIGHTING SPEECH BY

“ In a just cause the Rugby Union can 
stand alone, and if the time comes fcr 
them to adopt such an attitude they are 
quite competent to stand alone and carry 
on. Those who stand and wait can come 
in again when they have learned their 
lesson. 

“As long as the Rugby Union retains 
the confidence of the Rugby world it can 
stand unaided,” We have advanced a step,

ACTION OF DUBLIN WORKERS’ 
COUNCIL, 

At the meeting of the Dublin Workers’ 
Council, held at 44 Lower Gardiner’ Street, 
Dublin, it wus decided to convene a special 
meeting of tue Council to discuss the Elec- 
tricity “Bill. The Secretary (Mr. T. Irwin) 
stated that he had received a deputation from 
the Irish Engineering Union. The deputa- 
tion wanted to know what line of action was 
being taken by the Labour members in the 
Dail to safeguard the interests of men en- 
gaged in electricity undertakings in the coun- 
try who might be displaced as the result of 
i peata oí the bill. 

. R. Tynan intimated that amendments, 
with a view to safeguarding these workers, 
had been framed. 

Mr. Lawlor stated that the value of the 
electricity undertakings to the citizens of 
Dublin was £1,300,000. The suggested Board 
was going to take over that undertaking for 
£400,000. With regard to the dismissal of 
150 men, Commissioners O’ Dwyer and Heron 
would not go on with any work unless sanc- 
tioned by the Ministry, and as a result of the 
Ministry's action in refusing to grant the 
money 150 men were idle at the moment. 

Senator Farren stated that the Shannon 
scheme was to be the sole distributor of elec- 
tricity, to be brought along the eables and 
supplied in bulk to towns, districts, and fac- 
tories at a rate of between jd. and ld. per 
unit. The Corporation could not manufacture 
electricity at that rate. 

The following resolution was proposed by 
Mr. R. Tynan, seconded by» Mr. G. Spain, 
and supported by the Trish Engineering 
Union : Said: “ That this Council protests 
against the action of the Ministry for Local 
Government in refusing the sanction of money 
for carrying on the work, and thereby caus 
ing the dismissal of 150 men in electrical 
undertakings.”
